RIC SYKES doesn’t mourn the 

passing. Somewhere _bet- 

ween Oldham and Scun- 

thorpe, Ric Allan, a one- 

time comedian, died: he 
used to walk on stage sporting a 
large red tie and come out with 
cracks like, “Is that me tie? I 
thought I’d cut me throat!” When- 
ever Sykes recalls the occasion, his 
bony, careworn face winces, and he 
maintains a mock reverent silence 
in memory of a comic who, along 
with jokes about the tie, just had 
to die. 

In the late 1940’s Sykes, born in 
Oldham 52 years ago, paid 15 
shillings for some jokes advertised in 
The Stage newspaper, called himself 
Ric Allan, and went on stage as a 
stand-up comedian. “‘It was a dread- 
ful act. I thought I could write 
better gags myself, so I went into 
business as a gag writer,” says Sykes, 
who appears in his own spectacular 
on Wednesday—a rare appearance 
on Independent Television, It is 
five years since Sykes appeared on 
the network in The Lid Off. 

Sykes sits in his office off the 
Bayswater Road, London, the same 
office where he started, 28 years ago, 
to write scripts for radio pro- 
grammes like Educating Archie, and 
Variety Bandbox, and talks of the 
chemistry that works for himself and 
Hattie Jacques who will be in his 
show with him. He calls her, affec- 
tionately, Hat. He says her appeal is 
international—and goes on to tell 
how, when one of their shows was 
translated into Arabic, the Arabs fell 
in love with her. 

Unlike most television persona- 
lities, Sykes is the same man off the 
screen as on. His head hangs like a 
St. Bernard dog that has lost its 
brandy barrel, and the air is of a 
man who has blown all his savings 
on a horse in the 3,30 at Newmarket, 
but is ever hopeful. Only the cigar— 
and he hands them out generously— 
adds the opulent touch. 

“T couldn’t do a series with any- 
one else but Hat. I still tour with 
Jimmy Edwards in the Big, Bad 
Mouse and everybody says we must 
do a TV series together. I worked 
with Tommy Cooper in a film, The 
Plank, and they said the same thing. 
I’ve always refused. It’s like my 
writing. I always work alone. Once I 
tried to write in this office with 
Spike Milligan. We'd argue for 
hours over one line, and it would 
end up with us both storming out. 
Once he threw a paperweight at me. 
I ducked, and it went through the 
window. 

“Now with Hat, it’s different. She 
is the best comedy actress in the 
world. The chemistry is that in the 
scripts I’m full of hope. I’ve got to 
start at the top, but Hat knows in 
her heart that things are going to fal! 
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While Eric dreams of

apart, but she never tries to stop me 
at the beginning.” 

Of his show this week with Hattie, 
Sykes would only say: “At least it 
will be different. I like to experi- 
ment. I’m a great day-dreaming 
comedian. Maybe that’s another 
secret of the working success of Hat 
and me. We enjoy fantasy. I want to 
be the captain of a ship, to have the 
Queen send for me to form a govern- 
ment. There’s still some mystery 
about my birth. I’m a changeling. I 
was really born a prince. The Royal 
Family were passing through Old- 
ham when I was in my cradle—so 
somewhere in the Royal Family 
there’s a cotton worker’s son.”” 

Hattie Jacques, the down-to- 
earth part of the comedy partner- 
ship, did admit to one fantasy. “I 
have always wanted to dance with 
Rudolph Nureyev. I dream I’m at 
Covent Garden, Dame Margot can’t 
appear, and I’m on the stage in a 
flash.” It sounds like a typical Sykes 
fantasy, but Hattie did tread the 
stage boards as a ballet dancing 
child. “I was stage-struck. Any kid 
who came to a party at our house 
was pushed into a blue net tutu for 
the moon ballet.” 

At 15, Hattie took stock, and as 
she puts it “recognised the problems 
of my being a ballet dancer. So I 
became an actress.” She sang A 
Little Bit of What You Fancy at the 
Players Theatre, London, was on 
television oozing out of a Nell 
Gwynn dress crying, “Who'll buy 
my pretty oranges”, and made 
many Carry On films. 

Until Nureyev calls, Hattie says: 

“T'll settle for Sykes s; 
with casts of thousands and 
elephants galore. In one show Eric 
did ask me to lie down and let an 
elephant walk over me. I just lay 
there hoping the elephant wouldn’t 
find me too big to step over. Eric 
was terrified—and he was only 
“ ” " 
Hattie has worked with most 
comedians—Frankie Howerd, Tony 
Hancock, Max Bygraves, and 
Tommy Handley, but Eric is her 
favourite. “I’m happiest working 
with Eric because he’s so unselfish, 
and one knows there’s not going to 
be any embarrassment.” 

Hattie teamed up with Eric 27 
years ago. “Millions think we really 
are brother and sister. I suppose by 
now we've become a mutual admira- 
tion society. The secret is that our 
humour doesn’t date because it’s 
real. It’s never cruel or aggressive.” 

Hattie is grateful about Eric’s 
concern about the fat girl jokes. 
“The joke is wearing a bit thin, 
I’ve always been a big girl. I 
once went on a crash diet, lost five 
stone, and everyone said how ill I 
looked. Now I’m happy the way I 
am. But do ask Nureyev to call.”

The Sunday Drama: Happy Returns/I0.0 


OBERT URQUHART plays a man 
with a tax problem in Happy 
Returns, on Sunday. But 

these days it is the Inland Revenue 
men who have the real headache. 

At a conservative estimate, tax 
evasion in Britain costs the country 
£1,000 million a year—enough to 
run the ailing National Health 
Service for at least three months. 

Although cautiously regarded in 
official Inland Revenue circles as no 
more than an informed guess—what 
you fail to collect you clearly cannot 
count—the figure is widely quoted 
and rarely challenged. It amounts 
to one 15th of the total income tax 
collected last year. 

The “guesstimate” of £1,000 
million is made up of fiddles great 
and small: from the owner of a 
Chinese restaurant who claimed on 
his tax allowances form that he kept 
a family of six on 20p a week— 
feeding them soup made from 
boiled-up, left-over chicken bones— 
to the large building firm involved 
in a “Lump labour” fraud of close 
to £1,500,000. The Lump—the 
system by which building trade em- 
ployees switched to self-employment 
and then hired themselves out to an 
employer—is said to have cost the 
Inland Revenue more than £10 
million weekly. 

Having a tax problem has become 
a modern status symbol. Yet the 
less-well-off, who would probably 
welcome a tax problem, are held up 
as scroungers and social outcasts if 
sometimes they are tempted to go in 
for comparatively minor Social 
Security fiddles, 

It is this kind of double standard 
in our public morality that prompted 
ex-schoolteacher Brian Clark to 
write Happy Returns. 

“In one recent year about 250 
people were under-paying tax of 
about £100,000 each and we do not 
know the names of any of them 
because all of them settled up 
privately in the tax man’s office,” 

id Clark, “In the same year 12,000 
people were convicted in court for 
social security fiddles of abour £12 
ia each case.” 

Many in the Inland Revenue are 
unhappy about this situation. Tony 
Christopher, general secretary of 
the Inland Revenue Staff Federation, 
told me: “It is obviously easier to 
prove fraud in a social security case 
than it is in most Inland Revenue 
cases. There are very few tax pro- 
secutions—we are in the business of 
collecting taxes rather than taki 
people through the courts—but I do 
think it is a pity, perhaps, that there 
is not a shade more publicity. If 
penalties were determined in public 
this might be more of a deterrent.” 

Under-assessment is the tax man’s 
delicate word for evasion. Last year 
there were 12,702 important cases

involving over £23 million. Half of 
this was the actual tax owed and the 
rest was made up of penalties and 
interest. The Inland Revenue can 
levy £50 for each incorrect annual 
return and can double the tax due 
in cases of fraud, in addition to the 
tax itself and the interest. 

The number of prosecutions 
brought by the Inland Revenue in 
a year rarely exceeds 200. Last year 
175 people were convicted—and 17 
acquitted—but only 40 were in 
court for making false returns or 
claims to be set against their tax 
liability. The Revenue men prefer 
to settle “out of court”. 

Court penalties can be heavy and 
prison sentences far from nominal. 
At Leeds in 1975, two brothers with 
a chain of bingo halls were each 
jailed for two years for defrauding 
the Inland Revenue of more than 
£47,000. In addition, each man was 
fined £14,000. 

In 1974, at St. Alban’s Crown 
Court, Hertfordshire, an Irish build-

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ing sub-contractor was jailed for 
three years for defrauding the Inland 
Revenue of £5,903 through the 
Lump. And three senior executives 
of the London construction com- 
pany involved in the major “Lump 
labour” fraud of nearly £1,500,000 
referred to earlier, were sent to 
prison and in April the company 
was refused leave to appeal against 
the £500,000 fine. 

There are, of course, sad stories. 
Take the man who was left £16,000 
in cash. Having failed to declare it 
and realising the tax men were on 
to him he burnt the lot, burying the 
ashes in his rose bed. Tax investi- 
gators dug it up and forensic 
experts identified it as money from 
the metal strip in each note. He was 
fined £5,000—a total dead loss of 
£21,000. : 

Schedule D, under which the 
self-employed pay tax, is known in 
the trade as “Pay as You Please” 
since the system relies heavily on 
honesty. But with only one in six 


of the nation’s self-employed admit- 
ting to earning more than £30 a 
week—and some clearly existing 
below the poverty line if their 
returns are to be believed—Brian 
Clark, himself self-employed for the 
last eight years, says some of them 
are “ripping off the Government” 
to the tune of countless millions. 

“I do not try to fiddle anything. 
I just do not want the worry or the 
hassle and I think that attitude rep- 
resents the vast majority, But 
obviously quite a few find the fiddl- 
ing is well worth while, I am cer- 
tainly better off paying tax as a self- 
employed man than I was as a 
teacher on Pay As You Earn,” said 
Clark, who lives in a converted 
stone farmhouse in Derbyshire. 
“Now, as a writer, I can 
books as a legitimate expense. I 
could never do that as an employed 
teacher. I earn about the same 
money as my wife who is deputy 
head of a comprehensive school and 
I pay far less tax than she does.” 

The tax collection system in the 
United Kingdom seems out of date 
compared to other countries which 
have a_ self-service system—you 
calculate your own tax and allow- 
ances. In America, for example, this 
allows 82,000 Revenue staff to 
handle 84 million tax returns, com- 
pared to our 74,000 Revenue staff 
handling 20 million returns. 

The administrative cost of collect- 
ing our taxes works out as 1.71 per 
cent of what is collected. Compare. 
that to America’s 0.48 per cent 
Canada’s 0.90 per cent and Sweden’ 
one per cent. 

Does the self-servicing system 
allow for greater fiddling? Perhaps 
a better question is—can we afford 
to carry on the way we are? 

In the meantime, people like Tom 
Jones, said to have paid the Inland 
Revenue as much as £1 million in 
a year, have decided it is cheaper to 
live abroad. Stars including Sean 
Connery, Dirk Bogarde, Charlotte 
Rampling, Susan George, Rod 
Stewart, John Lennon, Mick Jagger 
and Engelbert Humperdinck say 
they are “forced” to live abroad. 

Shadow Chancellor Sir Geoffrey 
Howe estimates that the exile of 
stars from Britain—tax avoidance 
rather than illegal evasion—is cost- 
ing the Exchequer £100 million a 
year and clearly regrets this. But 
Labour Member of Parliament 
Robert Kilroy-Silk thinks that pop 
stars and other celebrities who “quit 
Britain to dodge tax payments” 
should be “stripped” of their 
citizenship. 

Not all stars flee the Revenue 
Men. Norman Wisdom, Cae who 
stays and pays, says: “ tax 
people aren’t so bad. They haven't 
even spent what I paid them last 
year.”

INNED to a door in Caroline 

Mortimer’s flat is a sheet of 

paper with the word “loo” 

scribbled on it. It isn’t even 
on the appropriate door, but on the 
inside of the front door. 

Her explanation is that her ball- 
cock is broken. Unless she checks it 
each time she leaves home, there is 
the chance the cistern will overflow. 
So there’s a reminder each time she 
goes out. 

“I can cope with the loneliness,” 
she says, “but I can’t cope with the 
ballcock.” 

Life on her own is new to Caroline. 
When she first left her family home 


it was to live with a student from the 
Royal Academy of Dramatic Art. 
And for nine years—until 12 months 
ago—she lived with actor Leslie 
Phillips. “It’s all round the wrong 
way, isn’t it? I mean, being on your 
own for the first time when you're 
in your 30’s. 

“No,” she says, “there’s no one 
else in my life. I talk to Leslie all the 
time. I still love him dearly.” 

The dark-haired, quietly beautiful 
Caroline Mortimer has never lived 
whatever can be described as the 
normal domestic life. She’s part of 
the Mortimer clan— mother is 
novelist Penelope Mortimer, whose 


fiction is frequently based closely and 
obviously on much that has happened 
to her family. “People often ask me 
what it’s like to read about yourself,” 
says Caroline, “but the truth is it 
doesn’t matter.” 

The best-known of her mother’s 
books is The Pumpkin Eater, which 
was about the break-up of a marriage 
and the wife’s breakdown, was filmed 
with Peter Finch and Anne Bancroft. 
“J remember when Mum wrote it 
that I was very proud of her. I was 
15 then. But I remember, too, I was 
slightly baffled there could be some- 
thing else in her head besides the 
family—and that was her writing.” 


One of Caroline’s sisters became so 
incensed at their mother’s involve- 
ment in writing, that she buried the 
typewriter in the garden.

Loneliness is obviously a different 
state to all people. Caroline says she 
isn’t physically lonely. “We are a 
large family and I talk to at least one 
of them each day. I find that when 
you are on your own there are aspects 
where you don’t bother so much, I 
happily cook for the dogs, but I can’t 
— be bothered to cook for my- 
8. 

The dogs are Jane and her son 
Satchmo, born the day Louis Arm- 
strong died. “I was talking to Leslie 
the other day,” says Caroline, “and 
joking that he should pay mainten- 
ance for them. Isn’t that right, Jane?” 

Between pauses in the conversation 
she counts that she has three real 
sisters, and three half-brothers and 
two half-sisters. “After the divorce I 
didn’t see Mortimer for two years,” 
she says, “and then I met Penny 
when she was pregnant and then I 
think we met for a drink. Eventually, 
I went down to their country house 
and we all started talking again. 1 
suppose Mortimer’s my ex-stepfather. 
It gets complicated.”
